Nolte, who was main- 
tenance superintendent in this dis- 
irict for the state highway ee | 
partment, died early yesterday | 
morning as the result of gs | 
fumes from his car’s exhaust. 

Body of Cumming, a prominent | 
Ontario contractor, who had left | 
his home about a month ago pre- 
sumably on a_ business trip to 
Northern California, was found 
by vacationers in upper San An- 
tonio canyon Jan. 1. 

Nolte drove his machine into 
the driveway of a pump house on 
Sixteenth street, west of Benson 
avenue early Thursday morning. 
He placed a one-inch hose, 12: 
feet long from the exhaust pipe 
into the rear seat of his sedan.
